The symptoms described by the 
dyspeptic are in the order of fre­ 
quency—fullness in the stomach 
or bowel region, in the vulgate 
called bloating, then belching and 
flatulence and gassy accumulation 
feeling generally, then heartburn 
or acid eructations into the mouth, 
anorexia, or absence of appetite 
and least frequent of all, nausea 
and vomiting. 
Now all of these symptoms are 
primarily reflex. A reflex is an im­ 
pulse that originates at some point 
of irritability and goes through 
the nervous system and is there 
relayed to some system of organs 
and there interpreted as a symp­ 
tom indicating to the subject a 
disorder of the system of organs 
that is exhibiting the symptom. 
Symptoms Commonly Exhibited 
The systems of organs which 
most commonly exhibit symptoms 
are the muscular system produc­ 
ing the symptom fatigue, the 
heart and circulatory system pro­ 
ducing the symptoms of palpita­ 
tion or breathlessness and the di­ 
gestive system producing dyspep­ 
sia. Such symptoms presented to 
the 
astute 
diagnostician 
are 
merely an indication to him that 
he must find the real trouble, the 
point of irritation behind the 
symptom. 
Most often in the ease of dys­ 
pepsia it is not exactly a disease 
such as gallstones, but a malad­ 
justment or frustration in life. A 
fellow wanta to paint like Rem­ 
brandt, but has to be content with 
interior decorating. Or a gal would 
like to write a great novel, but 
all she attains is writing up the 
household accounts. Or he yearns 
for a divine creature named Guin­ 


evere, but he gets one named 
Piety, or she visualises life with 
Gary Cooper, but has to spend it 
with Albert, the popular insurance 
salesman. We can’t all write a 
Gone lUif A The ll *nd. but we can 
all take pepsin tablets. W e can’t 
all be geniuses, but we can all be 
dyspeptics. That is why it is so 
common. 


Treatment By Psychotherapy 
It is not remarkable then that 
in the great army of dyspeptics 
there are so many of these dis­ 
trait, dreaming, impractical peo­ 
ple. Thank heaven for the great 
army of plodding, unimaginative 
hewers of wood and drawers of 
water, those who cheerfully do 
the leg work of the world, w ho can 
eat anything, who are proud of 
their stomach* and bowels, or w ho 
never knew they had a stomach, 
those who think that soda is used 
only in baking, and believe Cas­ 
cara is a town in Italy that Mont­ 
gomery’s Eighth Army just failed 
to take. 
If these considerations are true 
it would seem inevitable that the 
first and most important method 
of treatm ent for functional dys­ 
pepsia ta psychotherapy. It need 
not be an elaborate Freudian pay- 
coanalysis, in fact better not be, 
but can consist of simple explana­ 
tion. Much of an internist’s time is 
spent convincing some unhappy 
individuals that just because they 
are full of gas it doesn’t mean they 
are going to float up to heaven. 
Take the symptom of heart 
burn. It is caused by the hydro­ 
chloric acid in the stomach re­ 
gurgitating into the esophagus. 
There is probably immediately be­ 
hind it an increased secretion pf 
the normal hydrochloric acid in 
the stomach and the secretion of 
hydrochloric acid is controlled by 
nervous impulses. So then, what 
have been the unusual nervous im­ 
pulses in your life lately that 
caused this secretion? By talking 
things out in this way many dys­ 
peptic symptoms calm down.

Peace-Time Channel Crossing 
Getting Past French Customs 


Ordeal for Veteran Traveler

# WASHINGTON—The weather and the channel tides timed the 
invasion of France. Allied chiefs explain. Crossing the English 
channel is regarded by many people as the most disagreeable ex­ 
perience any traveler can have, said President Roosevelt the other 
day. The sea moi es fast there. The waves roll high and the winds 
blow strong. There were tens of thousands of men to be got across th# 
water and landed on enemy territory on the shores near Cherbourg, 
Le Havre and Calais, Mr. Roosevelt added. 
I used to think I was landing on enemy territory even in thos# 
jolly old pre-war touring days when I tottered off the channel boat 
at Cherbourg, Calais or Le Havre. Those fierce able-

bodied French females who pushed me around the

You went stumbling up and down steps, e cross cobblestones—ther# 
always seemed to be do many cobblestones -across railroad tracks, 
at the heels of strange, foreign characters. These characters fought 
over your bags an I suspected you of concealed American cigarettes 
and typewriters, whose shouts you could not understand regardless 
of the opened "Phrase Book for Travelers” you held in on# hand. 
With the other hand you clutched an umbrella, a “light weight” 
coat, a paper parcel of silver spoons you had "picked up, my dear, at 
one of those adorable, open-air markets in London," a mile of colored 
tickets, your passport, your landing card, your pound note for which 
you were sure you were not going to be paid your francs’ worth at 
the "exchange" wicket, and your Pans-Herald without which, if you 
were a true American, you never traveled for fear you would not 
know the "rate of exchange.” 
Tbs heavy fear of the things you had to have in order to land in 
France was sometimes more than an uncultured American could cop# 
with. Especially if the wind over the channel was blowing extra 
strong, I once saw a harried nervous lady tourist drop her purse 
and her passport over the side of the boat into the sea. The French 
authorities would not let her off the boat without identification. She 
may be there yet for all I know. 
Those channel tides were exciting and fun lf you w’ere not rocking 
about on their uneasy erests, so to speak. I spent a season at a 
small and elegant channel resort—’’Bexhill-on-Sea" 
Near Boulogne where many of our soldiers landed on th# French 
•ide many of the beaches were samdy. 
I spent one night at a spot where the swimmers, Gertrude Ederle 
and the others were in training. After a dinner of langouste (lobsters 
without th# big claw) I had taken myself to bed In 
a many windowed room facing the channel. 
Remember 
All night long, a towering light house twirled its 
beams across my poor face. When I had finally got 
to sleep I was awakened by the noise of the tide 
Swimmers? 
rushing in. At low tide the beach had stretched out 
as wid# as two blocks, it seemed to me, but now I could hear th# 
sea charging about under the foundation* of the inn.

Dona involve situations rn which 
the opponents hold more than a 
single honor. That is the case if 
your only honor in a suit is a 
guarded king, when you lead a 
small card toward it and then, if 
the first opponent plays low-, you 
put up the king in the hope that 
the first opponent had the ace. It 
is also the case if you hold the 
A-Q-10 or the A-J-10 of a suit. 
With the A-Q-10. if you are 
trying for the maximum number 
of tricks, it will usually pay to 
put in the Q on the first round 
after 
the 
first 
opponent 
has 
played low if the total number of 
cards against you is four or less, 
and then play the A next in an 
effort 
to 
dnv 
the 
remaining 
honor. If the number against you 
is five or more, the IO is the best 
play on the first round and the Q 
finesse oa the second. Playing 
thus, if the first opponent had 
both the K and J, you will take all 
three high card tricks with your 
honors. 
If you have sn A-J-10, the best 
play, unless you have almost all 
cards of the suit, is a finesse of 
the J or IO on the first round and 
a finesse of the other touching 
honor on the second. That gives 
you a trick with one of those low­ 
er honors unless both the K and Q 
are held by the last opponent to 
play 
When you have a K-J guarded 
by one or more small cards, it is 
usually best to play the J on the 
first finesse. This gives you a 
chance for two tricks if the first 
opponent had w h the A and Q, 
and one if he had either, none Lf 
the second man had both. 
Many beginners misplay a com­ 
bination of an ace and one or 
more small cards in one hand op­ 
posite a guarded queen in the 
other. If they lack the smaller 
honors, it is suicide to lead the 
queen, which then can’t take a 
trick, no matter which defender 
has the king. Then the right play 
is to lead a small card toward the 
queen, hoping th* king is held by 


th* opponent who plays before it. 
Sometimes this shtlild be don* on 
the first round and sometimes the 
ace should be taken before the 
lead tow’ard the king. 
When a player has the ace and 
king of a suit, and a Jack which 
he may wish to finesse against 
th* queen, it pays to take in one 
high trick generally, as protec­ 
tion against a singleton, and then 
finesse later. That la especially so 
if he is able to finesse in either 
direction. He improves his chance* 
by preventing loss to a singleton 
honor if he takes a high card first. 
Sometimes a player can elimi-' 
nate 
danger 
entirely 
by 
thia 
means. Suppose he has in Ona 
hand the A-Q-10-4 of a suit and 
opposite it the K-9-7-3-2. His only 
danger of losing a trick is to on* 
defender who holds all four miss­ 
ing cards, the J-8-6-5. If he should 
take the first trick with the K, ha 
may set up a trick for the oppo­ 
nent who plays after the A-Q-10. 
But if he takes the first trick with 
th* hand which holds two top 
honors, with the A or Q. then ha 
is ready to finesse in either direc­ 
tion. The usual rule here is to 
take the first trick in th* hand 
containing two top honors. 
Just change one card, and th# 
first trick should be taken in th# 
hand with the single top honor. 
Suppose 
the 
situation 
la 
the 
K-9-7-3-2 opposite the A-Q-8-4. 
Now the cards out are the J-10-6-5. 
If the first trick is taken with the 
A or Q. a trick must be lost to 
that combination, no matter who 
holds it. But since the declarer 
can protect himself against that 
holding 
by 
one 
opponent, 
he 
should do it, by winning the flrat 
trick with the K. He then has two 
honors still sitting over the J-10. 
if they are where they play before 
the A and Q, and can capture 
them. 
Observing 
general 
principles 
like those involved in these com­ 
binations will enable you to ap­ 
ply your common sense to figuring 
out advisable ways of playing 
other ones to gain the maximum 
number of trick* from them.

branch — the cameraman shoots I and work under men who have de­ 
hour after hour of ground-crew

tures of combat, bombing, and 
taking to the silk when that be­ 
comes necessary. 
One of the AATs longest cam­ 
era grinds followed the 24-hour 
progress of laying out and com­ 
pleting a landing field in Tunisia 
Since the fields set up close to 
combat are usually bombed while 
in the making, Air Forces engi­ 
neers In training could see all 
phases of their layout and mainte­ 
nance task. 
That the cameraman of Army 
and Navy is right up front in the 
line of fire is now recognized by 
almost any movie fan. 
"We’re trained to give It aa well 
ae take It,” says Lin, speaking for 
typical Air Forces movie crewmen 
"When a cameraman goes out on a 
bombing mission he can count on 
being shifted from photo-making 
to manning a machine gun in any 
emergency that develops 
They Fight, Too 
-A Jap tanker as well aa a 
mounting number of planes have 
been credited to the bursts sent out 


vised focus and aperture-changing 
systems that make possible filming 
a falling bomb. 
Some of the shots sent home 
were taken with cameras installed 
in the Kings of a plane and oper­ 
ated in synchronization with ma­ 
chine gun or bomb release controls. 
Whatever the Air Forces put 
into the movie-reel cans "up front” 
comes into New York City by the 
first available transport plane for 
processing.

Typical of cameramen who have 
been cited is First Lieut James M

John D. Craig, 
Chicago, who in peace-time pro­ 
duced adventure films. 
Major Craig, with extensive pro­ 
fessional background, is typical of 
the first detachments and cadres 
made up In the Air Force* movie- 
filming action. 
Initial training centered at Hol­ 
lywood, the personnel being re­ 
cruited with the aid of newsreel 
services, feature-flim producers and 
the technicians' unions. 
Some of these men, with skills 
sharpened in combat picture work, 
now train the men like Un Rob­ 
erts, whose course in Army news­ 
reel making is intensive and rugged 
and whose eventual output will 
help make movie history. 
"It will seem tame to film the 
spring style review or the bathing 
beauties’ parade," Lin says, “but I

Growing Cucumbers in Small Space 


By DEAN HALLIDAY

THERE ARE two distinct types 
of cucumbers, one producing large 
fruits suitable for slicing and use 
In salads, and the smaller but 
more prolific ones used for pick­ 
ling 
Cucumbers are natural climbers 
and since all varieties will climb 
some gardeners desiring to grow 
cucumber* even though garden 
space is limited, train them to 
grow cm a fence or Lreilia.

mad* of chicken wire over which 
the vines are trained to grow.
